So there, dear readers, we need 
not expect any profit from our in-' 
vestment; and it does not ‘specify 
when we will receive any profit, if 
ever. 

I would like to say further, even 
though as bad as it seems, personaly 
I have never heard an argument 
against Mr, Parr having a lease, nor 
any other private individual. What 
seems to be the real issue, is the 
terms and length of the present 
lease.

In this sleepy little town on the 
Mississippi side of the Father of 
Waters the enterprising citizens some 
day will finish the little painting job 
that was started om the eve of the 
outbreak of the Civil war. Mute testi- 
mony of the spofitaneity with which 
loyal Southerners responded to the 
call to arms stands in a room on the 
second floor of the magnificent ‘resi- 
dence of Miss Juli:. Nutt. 

The whole story is this: Willtam 
Nutt came to Virginia from England 


about 1060. His great grandson, Rush | 


Nutt, after studying medicine in Phil- 
adeiphia, decided to come to’ Jefferson 
county, Miss., to.practice ‘his profes- 
sion, He purchased @ large planta- 
tion near Natchez, He was industri- 
ous and enterprising and being a pa- 
tron of education was one of the three 
men who founded Oakland college, 
Row known as Alcorn A. & M. cok 
lege. 
Ornate Mansion Planned. 

His son, Haller, became a scientific 
farmer and improved the crude Whit- 
ney cotton gin, making it -so perfect 
that from 1838 until the close of the 
Civil war no changes were made on it, 

In 1858 the son purchased. the. site 
on which “Longwood.” the ornate 
mansion, was to be erected, just out- 
side of the city. Grand mansions were 
no novelty, for there are nany here, 
some of them said to be the finest 
homes in the South. This, however, 
was to be the grandest of them all. 

It was designed along oriental lines 
and built on the plans drawn up by 
one Sloam of Philadelphia. It was 
four stories high, surmounted by a 
domed cupola, : 

In 1860 the top of the cupola was 
the highest point in the South. The 
shape of the house, which stands to 
this day, is octagonal, eight rooms 
opening from the rotunda. Finishing 
touches and the paintings were being 
done in 1861 when the war broke out. 
The painters were on the second floor 


when word came of the firing on Fort ; 


Sumter. The painters in thelr haste 

to enlist dropped their brushes and 

left the paints right where they stood. 
Fortune Lost in War, 

The war cost the Nutts their for- 
tune. Completion of the stately home 
was delayed and <o this day the fin- 
ishing of the second and third floors 
remains to be done. The house ts still

And the paint pots still stand there, 
covered with dust, and waiting for 
that eventful day when work. will be 
resumed. They have become some- 
thing of a shrine to the townspeople 
who, having forgotten their feud with
